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The home he shared with his wife has been sold, and the 
remaining parcel will now benefit a family in need. 

He is a humble man who clearly was more 
comfortable talking about his wife, children, father-in-law, 
and cats rather than himself. When asked what he did for 
a living, he shared that he had been in the Coast Guard 
stationed in Battle Harbor, Labrador. He enjoyed telling 
the assembled about a sign posted for all to see as they 
came ashore. It stated that behind every tree there was a 
beautiful woman. He gave an impish grin as he confirmed 
that to be the truth. He also worked for many years for the 
telephone company, back when it was a single business 
enterprise. 

Gurney said that his father-in-law was a 
cornerstone at the town meetings for decades. He, too, 
believed in the town government process and faithfully 
attended town meetings in Rochester and Marion. 
He said his wife had been a member of the Rochester 
Historical Society and was very familiar with sites around 
the community including a forgotten cemetery on the 
land that has become Old Colony Regional Vocational 
Technical High School. The town was apparently 
surprised to learn there was a cemetery located on the 
proposed school site. Had it not been for Mrs. Gurney, 
a set-back in construction surely would have followed. 
Instead a solution was found. Today the cemetery is 
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fenced in and cared for by the school. These are the topics 
that Gurney preferred to discuss rather than himself. 

Yet clearly he understood the importance of 
his gift. As a past member of the Marion Conservation 
Commission, he has vast experience in land preservation 
and use. 

Habitat for Humanity hasn't been around as long 
as Gurney, but it certainly enjoys international exposure. 
From their website we learn: ''The concept that grew into 
Habitat for Humanity International was horn at Koinonia

"Inception of Habitat for Humanity: In 1968, Koinonia laid out 
4:2 half-acre house sites with four acres reserved as a community 
park and recreational area. Capital was donated from around 
the country to start the work. Homes were built and sold to 
families in need at no profit and no interest. The basic model 
of Habitat for Humanity was begun. Expansion into Habitat 
for Humanity International: In September 1976, Millard and 
Linda called together a group of supporters to discuss the future 
of their dream.

organization was born at this meeting. 

Today, the organization helps not only to house 
people in a manner that is affordable and sustainable for 
their financial situation, but they also provide emergency 
services after catastrophic events. 

Christine Lacourse, Executive Director of the 
Buzzards Bay Area affiliate whose offices are located in 
Mattapoisett, said that Gurney's donation is a ''big step'' 
because it is the first for Rochester She went on to say 
that average construction costs run about $125,000, most 
of which will be paid by the resident family with a low- 
cost or zero-cost mortgage. The group had also received 
a $5,000 donation from the Makepeace Foundation a 
few years ago that will help to defer associated legal and 
engineering fees. 

Richard Charon, a local engineer, has agreed to 
a severely reduced fee in order to assist with the home. 
He has confirmed that the parcel in question will perk 
properly and therefore, a well and a septic system can be 
planned - two necessary elements in order to receive a 
building permit from the town. 

Lacourse said the selection process requires 
that the family be willing and able to either work for 
300 hours on the actual construction or donate an equal 
amount of time to the organization in a less laborious 
fashion. Selected families must also partner with Habitat

by agreeing to pay a low-interest or no-interest mortgage 
that is held by the organization. The family selected will 
need to have an income that is 30 to 60% of the average 
income for any given community. She said, ''We want to 
set the family up for success.'' Applications are available 
on Habitat's website. Through a collaborative effort with 
schools, community agencies, and similar groups. Habitat 
reviews the applications with a focused eye on the 
severity of the need. 

Habitat homes average 1100 square feet with 
three bedroom and 1.5 baths, and are either a ranch 
style or what she called a 'Pittsburg' style home. Claude 
Miquelle, architect, has begun some design work also at 
a reduced-fee structure. This particular home is unique in 
that it will have a full foundation and be two stories in the 
back - a walk out basement space. The home's design will 
lend itself to the sloping topography of the site. 

It's interesting to note that once a piece of 
land is given to Habitat, the deed for that property is 
considered 'affordable' into perpetuity. The towns where 
such properties are located will base tax rates on the 
suppressed real estate value. Lacourse said that in the 
future they are hoping to partner with the USDA to assist 
with the mortgage portion of the program. 

For Gurney it was simply something he wanted 
to do, and his family agreed with his decision. He is 
hopeful that students from Old Colony will be allowed 
to work on the home. The fact that it is located almost 
directly across the street from the school will make 
logistics quite easy. His memory of spreading cracked 
corn for the ducks around the pond area that is a feature 
of property is a happy one for him. He gets a little sparkle

Covanta One Step Closer to Construction 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Nick Waleka 
Covanta Clean Energy cleared another hurdle 
in their quest to construct a CNG (compressed natural 
gas) Fueling Station in Rochester as the Zoning Board of 
Appeals approved a special permit for construction on 
Thursday 

Just two nights earlier, the Planning Board 
approved a Site Plan Review for the project after months 
of back and forth between Covanta and the Board, and 
the approval from the Zoning Board puts them one step 
closer to breaking ground. 

The special permit allows for the installation of 
the facility and public use of it. 

According to Covanta representative Larry 
Swartz, the fueling station will consist of two unattended 
islands served by two compressors. Fuel will be available 
for purchase via card swipe, and security cameras and 
fire alarms will be monitored from a preexisting control 
room at a nearby SEMASS site. Covanta is a partner of 
SEMASS. 

'T can't see anything that's going to cause any 
heartburn,'' said Chair Richard Cutler. 

Covanta representatives said at the Planning 
Board meeting Tuesday that a construction date has not 
yet been set, since they still have to go through the state 
permitting process before ground can be broken, weather 
permitting. 

In other news, the board approved a variance 
that will allow for the construction of a home for property 
owned by Lisa Holden on Snow's Pond Road. 

The move is an effort to make the lot, which 
contains a portion of wetlands, buildable should 
the property be sold. There are no current plans for 
construction on the lot. 

"It allows them to have some value on this 
property," said Engineer Richard Charon, who presented 
the plans to the Board.

Another Approval for Covanta's CNG Fueling 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Nick Walecka 

Representatives of Covanta Clean Energy found 
themselves at Rochester Town Hall for the third time in 
two weeks on Tuesday evening, this time with a plan to 
tap into an existing condensed natural gas (CNG) line, 
which was approved. 

Last week, Covanta was given permission from 
both the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Appeals 
to go forward with the construction of a CNG Fueling 
Station, which will eventually be open to the public. 
Covanta is still in the process of obtaining permits from 
both the town and the state before construction can begin. 

According to Phillip Jagoda, Project Manager 
for Civil & Environmental Consultants, Inc. on behalf 
of Covanta, the gas line was installed in 2012. Jagoda 
said that certain parts of the line are within 100 feet of a 
nearby riverfront and also within the 100-foot buffer zone 
to wetlands, but Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon endorsed the project. 

"[It's a] really straightforward project," said 
Farinon, noting that the proximity to the riverfront 
required at least an RDA filing. "[We're] really pleased 
with the working relation we have with [Covanta and

their consultants].'' 

The only stipulation from the board was 
a requirement for hay bales or waddles along the 
boundaries of the digging. The Board issued a negative 
Determination of Applicability, which allows Covanta to 
proceed with the work without issuing a more detailed 
engineering plan. 

The Board also issued a negative Determination 
of Applicability for an addition to the home of Ryan Motta 
on property located at 689 Walnut Plain Road. Only a 
proposed driveway leading to the addition fell within the 
100-foot buffer zone to a nearby reservoir, but Farinon and 
company approved the project with the same hay bale / 
waddle stipulation as aforementioned. 

Farinon also discussed the status of the Town 
Forest/ Old Colony Forest Management project, saying 
that the Old Colony School Committee recently approved 
a newly-formulated pilot program after there had been 
some backlash from abutters on the original plans for a 
controlled cut on both properties. 

The pilot program will include about one-third 
of the cutting from the original plan, and Farinon said 
that future stages of the project would not be completed 
without further discussions with the general public. 
Farinon added that the decision to move forward with 
a pilot project came as a result of some of the prior 
complaints. 

''They felt left out," she said of some of the 
abutters. "They felt like it was a done deal, and they were 
upset about that." 

No date has been set for the start of the pilot 
program.

Saving Mr, Banks, Starring Emma Thompson and Tom 
Hanks. Directed by John Lee Hancock. Running time: 
125 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Someday, an enterprising film programmer will 
organize a festival entirely devoted to movies about writ- 
ers whose work was bowdlerized by Disney The festival 
could screen Dreamchild (Lewis Carroll), Finding Neverland 
(J.M. Barrie), and Saving Mr. Banks, which tells the story of 
P.L. Tr avers' struggles with Walt Disney over his studio's 
adaptation of her book Mary Poppins. In a great example 
of corporate synergy, the movie arrives just in time to 
be sold alongside 50th-anniversary DVDs and Blu-rays 
of Mary Poppins next year at your local Wal-Mart, which 
might also sell you stuffed versions of the animated pen- 
guins Travers loathed so much. From beyond the grave, 
Disney has his revenge on the recalcitrant and Magic- 
Kingdom-allergic Travers. She allowed no film sequels 
to Mary Poppins, but Saving Mr. Banks, brought to you by 
the Disney studio, works as a simplistic Disney- version 
prequel of sorts. 

Travers (Emma Thompson) is on her uppers 
when her agent implores her to entertain the idea of sell- 
ing Mary Poppins to Disney (Tom Hanks), who has been 
after the rights for twenty years. He made a promise to 
his daughters, he says, and he intends to keep it. Travers 
packs two tidy bags and grudgingly jets off to L.A., where 
she's greeted by a hotel room filled with stuffed Disney 
characters. Here and there. Saving Mr. Banks is almost a 
whistle-clean Disney rewrite of Barton Fink, with Walt 
Disney as both studio head Jack Lipnick and the intrusive 
creative id Madman Mundt: Travers' Disney-festooned 
room is about as disturbing as Barton's room clogged 
with mosquitoes and wallpaper paste. But it's also a 
smiley-face inverse — Travers' demons and writerly 
quirks are destined to be gentled by good ol' Walt's intui- 
tive understanding of what's really bugging the old dame. 

Director John Lee Hancock, no stranger to senti- 
mental muck (he made The Blind Side), gives us copious 
elegiac flashbacks to Travers' childhood and her relation- 
ship with her father (Colin Farrell), a drunken fantasist 
who couldn't hold down a job. The key to Mary Poppins 
and to Travers, then, is Mr. Banks, who was based on her 




father; once the movie's lyricists 
pen a song in which Mr. Banks 
redeems himself by fixing a kite, 
Travers warms up and swallows 
Disney's conception, cartoon pen- 
guins and all — at least according 
to this film. This complex woman, 
a bisexual Zen Buddhist who 
worked for the British Ministry of 
Information during World War II, 
is reduced to a wrinkled little girl 
who wants her daddy. She resists 
and maybe resents Disney because 
his brand of fantasy reminds her of Father (and was far 
more lucrative), but in the end. Daddy / Disney comes 
through, even consoling a tearful Travers at Mary Poppins' 
premiere. 

The movie says that pinched British artistry (actu- 
ally Australian by birth, though Travers made England 
her home in 1924) doesn't stand a chance against vulgar, 
mass-appeal, glad-handing American showmanship. 
Judged solely on performances. Saving Mr. Banks is some- 
times amusing, if you willfully forget the context; Hanks' 
Disney is an amiable yarn-spinner who won't let his 
staff refer to him as anything but Walt, and Thompson's 
Travers has the sharp wit of the terminally disappointed. 
They're playing two vastly disparate icons, though the 
writing doesn't help them transcend stereotype — the af- 
fable American man who has to defrost the prickly British 
lady is a trope pretty much as old as cinema. Ultimately 
the movie, despite its focus on Travers and her sour-faced 
childhood issues, is a warm tribute to and embrace of the 
Disneyfication process. 

or Walt knows exactly how to melt Travers: 
he tells her he can make millions of people all over the 
world love her father. This, of course, comes at the price 
of nonsensical ditties and a dance number with penguins 
and Dick Van Dyke uncorking the worst Cockney accent 
ever recorded for posterity. It also leads, years later, to a 
movie that depicts Travers' daddy as a useless drunk who 
almost drove her mother to suicide and who finished his 
time spitting blood in a lonely bedroom. Travers, who 
died in 1996, would certainly not have cherished seeing 
her father's diseased guts laid out for sentimental scrutiny 
this way, especially not in the service of explaining to au- 
diences why Disney's triumph over Travers benefited the 
world and her father's memory. In real life, Travers hated 
what Disney did to Mary Poppins, and she would have 
hated what his studio has now done to her.
